Ite Council of Sleuths Is a Thing 
Dreaded by: Evil-Doers. 


In the great, rather grim, red-brick 
building which, like a m al fort- 
tess, dominates the Thames, within 
a stone's throw of the Houses of Par- 
liament, there is a large, barely-fur- 
nished room, which holds more 
secrets than any other in London, 
with the possible exception of the 
the room of Cabinet mysteries. It is 
the nerve centre of England's great 
and complex detective system, which 
controls the currents radiating all the 
world over for the discovery of crime; 
and it is in this secret chamber that 
the mysterious Council of Seven hold 
their meetings to unravel the tangled 
skeins of tragedy. 

If walls could speak, the walls of 
this room could unfold stories of ro- 
mance, tragedy, and mystery such as 
would drive the writers of fiction to 
despair; for there is no form of crime 
which has not been «dissected and 
laid hare there in all its complex and 
naked hideousness. But walls are | 
dumb; and so are the members of 
this secret Council, who recognize 
that silence is one of their most pow- 
erful weapons. 

This Council has not long been in 
existence; in fact, it 1s practically un- 
known to the outside world. It is 
only a short time since it occurred 
to the authorities “of New Scotland 
Yard that, in place of casual confer- 
ences between detectives engaged in 
the solution of some problem of 
crime, it would be well to appoint a 
body of their cleverest detectives— 
men of acute and astute brains. with 
long experience of crime and crimin 
als—to combine their efforts in solv- 
ing the principal mysteries; and, as 
might be expected, the plan has 
worked admirably.

THE FUTURE OF AUSTRALIA, 


Central Part of the Grev* Island Is 
Practically Useless. 


Atiyone wtv looks at the map of 
Australia must be struck oy the an- 
charted desolation of the great central 
area of the island ¢ ntiaent The cities 
and the railroads constitute the mer- 
est marginal tringe of evidence of civ- 
ilization, and the rivers which would 
offer possiblities of irrigation are con- 
spicuous by absence. ‘through the 
middle of the map, across the white 
region marked “unexplored,” is a@ 
dotted line representing the course of 
the telegraph wires, that are the sole 
links of the northern <nl »s. .thern 
coasts. The country has never been 
crossed betwixt east and wesi. 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 

Geographical Society, Irof. J: W. 
Gregory maintained that. no-system of 
irrigation will ever be possible in the 
practically. rainless’ interior of Aus- 
| tralia, except along the banks of the 
Darling and Murray Rivérs. There 
are flowing wells in Queenstown and 
New South Wales, but their supply is 
inconstant and inadequate. "But iu 
western Australia the discovery of a 
| pigesereed subterranean deposit ct 
| 


fresh water makes it possible to pro- 
phecy with reason a great agricultural 
and pastoral future for that region. 

In Central Australia there will prob- 
ably never be any considerable settle- 
ment, except in the limited area of the 
mining fields. Recently discovered 
gold fields in the centre of the con 
tinent are proving, as throughout the 
course of human history, a potent lure 
to bring the restless and feverish pros- 
pectors from the cities of the coast. 
As Prof. Gregory pointed out, all the 
centres of population hitherto have 
been on the coast, and there is no in- 
land city with more than 50,000 in- 
habitants. It was thought that the 
little town ot Bourke, on the Darling 
River, would prove to be the Chicago 
of Australia, but the population, num- 
bering 2,600 in 1905, continues to 
dwindle. 

The artesian well may yet prove to 
be the salvation of interior Australia. 
Borings on the route of the proposed 
transcontinental railway in western 
Australia have shown the presence »f 
water “340 miles from Kalgoorile, and 
Sir John Forster is confident of find. 
ing a subterranean supply of water 
which may result in°reclaiming to the 
use of civilized mankind some 30,000,- 
000 acres of what has hitherto been re- 
garded as one of the _ irredeemable 
waste places of the earth. 


Queen’s Fur Collection. 

Queen Mary possesses one of the 
mest wonderful collections of furs in 
the world, and she is very partial to 
these. Included in Her Majesty’s col- 

| lection is a magnificent set of Russian 
sables which were presented to her a 
few years ago upon the occasion of 
her birthday by the Tsar and Tsarina 
She is often chaffed by members ot 
her family regarding her preference 
for furs aud fur-trimmed garments, 
and a short time ago his present Ma- 
jesty was asked what he thought she 
would wear upon the occasion of a 
yachting trip in the Solent. ‘‘Well, t 
am not quite sure,’’ he replied, with a 
humorous twinkle in his eye, “but 1 
rather imagine it will be something 
with fur on it.” Strangely enougn, 
despite this partiality for fur, Her 
Majesty, does not care for ermine, 
and some time ago she suggested that 
the robes of peers and peeresses woul i 
look far more imposing if they were 
trimmed with dark fur. The motor- 
ing coat that the Queen usually wears 
is a marvellous specimen of the fur- 
riers’ art, and is made up of some 
thousands of tails, each so perfectly 
matched and joined that it looks like 
one large piece of fur even when sub- 
; jected to the closest scrutiny. Queen 
| Mary’s furs are all carefully stored 
at Marlborough House in such fash- 
ion that she can obtain any set she 
requires at a moment’s notice.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxv, 1-13, 
Memory Verses, = 10-12—Golden 
Text, Luke xii, 40—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


We-have no lesson assigned from 
chapter xxiii, but let us not fail to 
note the summing up of the religion 
of the Pharisees as seen and ju 
by the Judge of all the earth, “All 
their works they do for to be seen of 
man,” Our lives are lived, from our 
standpoint, either before people for 
their approval or before God for His 
approval only. The lattér is the only 
true way to live, according to 11 Tim. 
ii, 15, but it is to be feared that many 
a preacher has more regard for the 
approval of his congregation than for 
the approval of God. Let such con-| 
sider the eight woes of this chapter, 
and the time to which the “till” or 
“until” of verse 39 points, along with 
Luke xxi, 24, and Rom. xi, 

We shall have one study some Weeks 
later in the latter part of Bo eel 
xxiv, but nothing in the. first thirty- 
one verses of this farreaching / and 
all important Olivet discourse. Yet we 
cannot understand the lesson-of today 
except in the light of the great event 
of verses 30, 31, the coming of the Som 
of man in glory at the close of the 
great» tribulation, for it is then that 
affairs on earth shall be as in the days 
of Noah. Iniquity cannot come to a 
head while the church is on earth (IE 
Thess. ii, 7, 8), but the Holy Spirit, im 
His official capacity of gathering out 
the church, having been taken with 
the church at her rapture to meet her 
Lord, then the evil trinity of devil, 
beast and false prophet do their ut- 
most to overthrow the Lamb of God 
and to destroy His people Israel (Dan. 
xii, 1, 3; Rev. xvii, 14), who shall 
never cease from the earth (Matt. 
xxiv, 34; Jer. xxxi, 35, 37), but at 
the coming of Christ in glory shal? 
receive Him as their Messiah and be- 
come thus a righteous nation to bless; 
all nations (Isa. Ix, 1-3, 19-21). 

If the “then” of the first verse of 
our lesson could refer to the coming 
of Christ with His saints, the ten vir- 

ins could be interpreted only of 

srael, and there is something in favor 

of this im the Vulgate and Syriac 
MSS., which give the last clause of 
verse 1, as “went forth to meet the 
bridegroom and the bride.”” But with- 
out attempting tosettle the interpre- 
tation of it, there is an abundance of 
truth which all may profit by. There 
are, and there will be till He comes, 
some wise and some foolish, all of 
them professors, but only some posses- 
sors. The wheat and tares will grow 
together till the harvest, which is the 
end of the age. Compare the wise andi 
foolish of chapter vil, 21-27, and note 
that He will have to say to some very 
loud professors, “I never knew you; 
‘epart from me,’’ It is written, ‘“‘He- 
that winneth souls is wise,” and 
again, “They that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmanent’” 
(Prov. xi, 30; Dan. xii, 3). By con-- 
trast we enn imagine who the foolish 
are. ‘See also in Luke xii, 20, 21, that: 
all are foolish who lay up treasure om 
earth and are not-rich toward God- 
When we considér that there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must* be saved (Acts 
iv, 12), and that it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul 
(Lev. xvii, 11), how foolish and blind- 
ed by the devil must all those be who, 
turning their backs upon the only way 
of righteousness as Cain did, think to 
obtain entrance to the kingdom by 
their own good works, by character, 
by connection with a so called church 
or even by baptism of the Lord’s sup- 
per. Only those are wise who can 
truly sav, ‘Thou wast slain and hast 
redeemed us to God by Thy _ blood,’” 
and who ‘overcome by the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of their testi- 
mony, not loving their lives unto the 
death (Rev. v, 9; xii, 11). A lamp is 
no manner of use, except perhaps to 
he admired, without oi]. Oil is a sym- 
bol of the Holy Spirit, and in Rom. 
viii, 9, we read that “if any man have 
not the Snirit of Christ he is none of 
His.’’ That would seem to settle the 
real standing of the foolish virgins (C. 
I.8.). That all, both wise and foolish, 
slumbered and slept, would seem to 
indicate that the wise as well as the 
foolish were indifferent to. the reat 
event, the coming of the Lord. If we 
judge by the few preachers who seem 
to know or care anything about His 
coming and therefore the consequent 
blindness of believers generplly in this 
matter, it is evident that with few ex- 
ceptions comparatively all are asleen, 
But there is a sleep that is lawfvl. 
and if we are right with God it will 
not matter if as to our bodies we are 
awake or asleen when Jesus comes, 
fer w+ can say “T sleen, but my heart 
waketh”’ (Song v, 2). The wise virgins 
were ready and they went in with 
Him to the marriage, and the door 
was shut (verse 10), 

There is no readiness apart from 
that which He provides, His own 
righteousness, which He gives freely 
to all who receive Him. Then we econ 
always say, “I will greatly rejoice in 
the Lord, my soul shall be joyful in 
my God, for He hath clothed me with 
the garments of salvation, He hath 
covered me with the robe of righteous- 
ness (Isa, Ixi, 10). Thus accepted in 
the Beloved, in whom we have re- 
Jemntion through His blood, we are 
always ready for His call.

SIR THOMAS SHAUCHNESSY 
President of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 


To be the guiding spirit of a great railway company, with a firm Land on 
the lever of a thousand phases of the work, requires long, practical, taorough 
| experience, splendid executive ability in choosing and handling men, and a quick 
| mind to decide vital issues on the moment if need be. Sir Thomas G. Shaugh- 
| nessy has these essentials and more; he is a tircless worker, a man of enerzy and 
enthusiasm, a keen common sense that cuts Gordian knots of didiculty with ease, 
and a prodigiou’ memory that is always ready on the instant, 

He was born in Milwaukee, Wis., of Irish parentage in 1853, and after taking 
the usual course in the public schools had a little supplementary smoothing down 
and polishing in a business college, and was then ready at sixteen to begin the 
battle of life. He entered the kindergarten of railroaling in-his first position 
in the purchasing department of the Milwaukee and St. Paul road, and it was 
not long before it was recognized that he had a good business head firmly set. on 
his broad shoulders; and with constant purpose and undaunted determination 
he worked his way, never looking at the clock nor stinting his efforts; until in 
1879, at the age of twenty-six, he was general slore-keeper of tae road. 

In 1882, Sir William Van Horne, another alumnus of this railroad which 
was a splendid college of training and/experience, resigned from tie Mdwaukee 
and St. Paul to assume the management of the Canadian Pacific, He had been 
keeping close taliy on Mr. Shaughnessy’s work; he realized his possibilities and 
was confident that the young man was broad-guage enough to be equal to larger 
opportunities, and took him to Canada as general purchasing agent. Two years 
later he won, by his ability, the post of eerstant ganar ma. or, later becoming 
assistant to the President and in 1891 was made Vice-President und elected a 
director, and in 1898 when Sir William Van Horne retired from the presidency; 
the opportunity of his life, the climax of the rosiest dreams of his ambition came 
to Mr. Shaughnessy when he was made President—the kindly autocrat of tho 
Canadian Pacific. | 

In October, 1901, his old folks at home in Milwaukee were roused from sleep 
one night by a messenger with a telegram, In trembling fear his father opened 
the envelope and with wonder and delight read aloud these words from one of the 
“great railway kings of the western hemisphere: “You may be gratified to know 
that His Majesty has conferred on me the honor of knighthood. One owes a great 
deal to a goodfather and mother. T, G. Shaughnessy.”
